THE PECOS EXPEDITION 


Dr. Guthe Gives Account of Excavations at Pecos, Which Tell |*#tion spent in Taunton. 
Story of Ancient Civilization. Work of Third 
Summer Yields Much Material 


This summer, Phillips Academy, 
through the oe sent out from the 
Department of Archaeology, continued 
the excavation of the old Indian town 
of Pecos, near Snata Fe, New Mexico. 
For three months, beginning about the 
first of July, Dr. Kidder and Dr. Guthe, 
assisted by some fourteen Mexicans from 
the nearby village, traced out the 
history, in so far as the broken threads 
of evidence permitted, of this little 
native town, which has the distinction 
of having been in existence longer than 
anh other in what is now the United 
States. 


What remains of the village is situ- 
ated on a small flat-topped hill in 
the fertile valley of the Upper Pecos 
river. Five miles or so upstream the 
valley narrows quickly, and from that 
point to the source of the river the 
valley is little more than a canyon of 
hillslopes alternating with steep ‘cliffs. 
It is, however, exceedingly beautiful, 
and has been called by some ‘“‘the 
Switzerland of America.’”’ The Pecos 
river at this point is a clear, swiftly- 
moving, excellent trout stream. That

Sharp Metal Points 
Hugh Brent 


Aluminum, nickel and pewter are still 
interesting studies, though many of us 
think we know all their points. Alumi- 
num is one of the lightest metals known, 
making its use for kitchen utensils of the 
utmost value, all the more so as air or | 
water exposure will not rust it, nor do 
acids (in cooking preserves) touch its 
surface at all but salt is its deadly 
foe, and in a few days a saucepan ex- 
posed to a salt solution will be riddled 
with fine holes. In the trade markets 
it is almost impossible to mine enough 
of this metal to fill the demand. 

Each year we use about sixty thousand 
tons of nickel, from Canada and also 
from New Caledonia, a French penal- | 
colony island in the South Pacific. | 
From its crude state of ores about four } 
per cent of nickel comes forth, after 
roasting to vaporize a lot of sulphur, 
and smelting twice or more for the baser | 
metals. It’s rather remarkable that | 
powdered nickel has an agency in cook- 
ing. For years (until lately) experiments | 
went on to get a solid vegetable fat for 
frying which would keep sweet and not 
liquefy too readily. All house-keepers | 
know that we now have the nut butters, | 
crisco, etc., but few outside the chemist’s | 
world are aware that a slight proportion | 
of fine nickel dust added to the floating | 
oils turns down a certain residue and 
hardens the pure white fats for com- | 
merce. 

Pewter, under its roseate name of 
German silver, has had a long career in | 
the world. It is really not the German 
silver at all but is composed of tin, lead 
and copper, whereas the Hun product 
is mostly nickel with a little tin and lead. 
Tea made in a container of this sort is 
said to be poisonous—owing to the fact | 
that tannin of strong teas forms an| 
insoluble mass with the fibre of all fish, 
some meats, ete., and the stomach 


Nevertheless many housekeepers still 
use, and seem to have an admiration 
for, these two metals. 

There are still only a few grains of 
radium in captivity, and they are worth 
well up towards the millions. Yet 
people will tell you they have ‘radium- 
dial” watches, and that advertisers are 
soon to put “radium paint” upon the 
billboards. -But be not hornswoggled — 
| it’s all a compound of phosphorus, 
cornstarch and oil. The dials have 
been advertised as warranted to last 
through eternity: but to their purchasers 

- “Time will tell.” The newer bill- 
boards are being made somewhat on 
the plan of a triplicate mirror, with a 
hooded reflecting light built at. the 

The phosphorescent paint (at present 
rather expensive, and somewhat of an 
experiment) is expected to impress 
automobilists and knights of the road 
generally after dark as well as by day- 
light—and fog, rain or snow will nov 
eclipse its glory, as moisture rather 
enhances it. Put up in panel style, 
with two colors, black and red, this 
coming advertising has been called 
‘*The Devils’ Own.” 

Two minerals, both composites, are 
necessary to sustain the life of human 
beings: water, composed of the gases, 
oxygen and hydrogen, is the great World 
Sustainer—the sun is really our healer 
or physician, while H20 (water) may 
be likened to our nurse. The other 
mineral, salt (chlorine and sodium in 
combination) is needed as a relish for 
animal and vegetable foods, many of 
which could not be useful to the system 
without a certain proportion of this 
valuable mineral. 

Metals which melt at once on a warm 
surface (that of a partly heated stove) 
are. a novelty. They are Gilsonite 
(Uintaite) Grahamite, ozokerite, and a 
few others, and are closely allied to 
asphalt and coal by-products. All are 
brilliantly black, and form a good factor 
in varnishes for auto-tops, lacquers and 
other things. Elaterite, one of this 
group, is chiefly used for coating and’ 
insulating (on cables). It is elastic to a 
degree, and is called mineral rubber. 
These have not yet fairly worked into 
all their possibilities. 


Enlist in National Guard 

Enlistments in the newly reorganized 
National Guard are going forward 
rapidly, and units are rapidly nearing 
the authorized strength. Co. F, Ist 
Motor Supply Train of Lawrence is 
filled, and Co. D. of the same organiza- 
tion is now signing up recruits to com- 
plete its roster. 

An exceptional opportunity is afford- 
ed all young men of the age of 18 and 
over to enlist in the National: Guard 
and at the same time learn a well- 
paying trade. Co. D. will be equipped 
with motor trucks of the 5-ton variety, | 
and full instruction will be given. ‘The | 
preliminary instruction after organiza- | 
tion will be devoted to training men in| 
driving trucks and making minor ad-| 
justments. The plan is to produce ex- | 
perienced chauffeurs. 
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men are anxious to combine practical 
work with service, and their opportunity 
comes at this time. Company D, Ist 
Supply Train will be recruited from 
Lawrence, Methuen, and the Andovers, 
and calls for 53 enlisted men. A good 
start has been made, and little difficulty 
is expected in securing the required 
number for federal recognition. 

Men who have served in the national 
Guard before and those who have never 
been in the military establishment who 
feel the desire to be connected with one 


branches of the service are urged to join 
this new outfit. Hecruiting officers are 
at the Lawrence armory on each Mon- 
| day, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
nights, and will be glad to explain the 
proposition. 

Weekly drills will be held throughout 
the year, with the usual manoeuvres in 
the summer, and for each day of service, 


for the time put in, and in the corres- 
ponding grade. Chauffeurs are ranked 
ai first-class privates, $35 per month 
base pay, and each chauffeur operates a 
truck. 

While truck-company service may 
be new to many men who put in their 
time in the artillery or infantry, the 
officers in charge feel that the innovation 
of having two truck companies in Law- 
ren‘e working side by side is bound to 
attract many men who tired of long 
drills and hikes and who will be anxious 
to jump into this more interesting 
branch of the National Guard.

Vv ILLIAM McKINLEY challenged 

and disproved the old saying 
that the presidency casts its shadow 
on no man but once and that if the 
chance be missed then it will never 
come again. Twice the Republican 
nomination seemed to be within Mc- 
Kinley’s reach—in the national con- 
ventions of 1888 and 1892. Each time 
he put it away, content to waif his 
proper turn, when he did not have to 
shake the tree to bring down the 
ripened fruit of his patience. 

Mchinley was beaten for the speak- 
ership by Thomas B. Reed in 1889, and 
he left Washington a defeated con- 
gressman only six years before he re- 
turned as president-elect. Had he 
been speaker, and, instead of Reed, in- 
curred the title of “Czar,” or had he 
not been turned out.of congress... 
had he won those smaller honors he 
well might never have won the highest 
honor. A disappointment manfully 
borne enlists the popular sympathy, 
and the author of the McKinley bill 
entered the contest for the presiden- 
tial nomination in 1896 as one who had 
suffered martyrdom in the cause of 
the protective tariff. 

After teaching school a term or so, 
McKinley was called in the Civil war, 
that hard university which graduated 
the men who were to lead the nation

through four decades. Having gone 
into the army as a private in the 
regiment of another president-to-be— 
Rutherford B. Hayes—he came out at 
twenty-two « captain, with the brevet 
title of major. 

Becoming a lawyer at Canton, O., 
again he found himself in the midst of 
industries in their struggling infancy. 
And for 14 years he was the spokes- 
man in congress of that industrial 
district. 

The young major, when he came to 
Canton, was a clean-cut, up-standing 
figure, genial in his nature, but with a 
sober dignity. His readiness of speech, 
when on his feet, came from his prac- 
tice of the art in the debating societies 
of his school days. His habits also 
had been properly formed in his boy- 
the Methodist 
church at ten and grew up a youth 
who was as careful to keep his tongue 
as his collar clean. 

All doors in the little town natural- 
ly swung open wifh a welcome to 
“such a nice young man,” and a ma- 
jor to boot. Although he was yet 
poor, when Ida Saxton, the banker’s 
daughter, who had been to school in 
New York city and who had just come 
back from Europe, smiled yes to him, 
while they were “taking a buggy ride” 
the banker smiled, too, and made them 
a wedding gift of one of the best 
houses in Canton.. It was from the 
front porch of that honeymoon dwell- 
ing that McKinley made his campaign 
for the presidency in 1896. 

McKinley’s is one of the best—and 
one of the most pathetic—love stories 
in the domestic records of the presi- 
dency. With the birth of her second 
child, the wife was left an invalid. 
The death of both of her children with- 
in five years of her wedding day utter- 


ly overwhelmed her nervous organiza- 
tion, and her shattered health remain- 
ed thenceforth the constant object of 
her husband's tender care. 

Althongh he never could know from 
minute to minute when she would 
pass into a swoon, he made her his 
companion on his travels. Once when 
he hurried home from congress, and 
the physicians had given up hope of 
saving her, his own ministrations and 
his prayers through a long night at 
her bedside recalled her to life.

of mice and men. McKinley en- 
tered the race for the presidency on 
the tariff issue, was elected on the 
money issue and the greatest 
problems that confronted him in the 
White House were the fate of a chain 
of islands off the coast of Asia and 
the destiny of China! 


Spain had. been engaged for two 
years in a desolating struggle to hold 
in subjection the revolting island of 
Cuba, ‘and two happenings pushed 
McKinley into the conflict in spite of 
himself. In a private letter, the Span- 
ish minister at Washington scoffed at 
the president as a “politicastro”’— 
in plain American, “a peanut poli- 
tician’—and plafnly intimated that 
the fair. promises which the Spaniards 
were giving him were only a trick to 
fool the administration and the Amer- 
ican people. Within a week of that 
exposure, the battleship Maine was 


blown up in Havana harbor, with the 
loss of 266 American lives. 


After withstanding for nearly two

months the popular outery of “Re- 
member the Maine,” the president 
yielded, and war was declared. In 
ten days Dewey had smashed the 
enemy squedron in Manila bay; in ten 


weeks another squadron was sunk 
or captured off Santiago; in three 
months and, a half poor old Spain 


threw up the sponge. 


It took twice as long to make peace 
as to make war. The Philippines 
caused all the trouble. As we had not 
captured the islands in the war, many 
believed that we should let them 
alone. But McKinley decided to de- 
mand from Spain the surrender of 
the Philippines. 

Without waiting for ratification, the 
president dispatched a military expe- 
dition to take over the Philippines, 
proclaiming to the revolting Filipinos 
the policy of “benevolent assimila- 
tion.” The resulting war dragged its 
unpleasant length for two years be- 
fore the inhabitants unwillingly bowed 
to their new master. 


It was the strange fortune of a 
president whose entire public life had 
been given exclusively to domestic 
questions to plant the flag in the dis- 
tant Philippines and to send it to the 
pink. walls of the Forbidden City of 
China. In the march on Peking for the 
rescue of the forgein legations from 
the siege of the Boxers, or Chinese 
revolutionists, the United States joined 
other powers for the first time in a 
military expedition. 


Under the high statesmanship of 
John Hay, the secretary of state, the 
United States had already, before the 
30xer rebellion, laid a restraining hand 
upon the nations that were looting 
Chinese territory and had drawn from 
them pledges to keep an “open door” 
to trade in the ports they were seiz- 
ing at the point of the gun. The 


“open door’ has remained ever since 
the chart of our course in the East. 
If we will only continue to follow it 
and should succeed in inducing others 
to follow it a while longer, until the 
giant of the Orient awakens from his 
long slumber and shakes off his for- 


eign despoilers, an emancipated China 
will be the imposing monument ef 
William McKinley's presidency.

The speaker hailed the present nomi- 
nees of the Republican party as worthy 
leaders after such men as Crane, Guild, 
Draper, Long and Lodge, men able to 
live up to the heritage of the Republican 
party. 

Chairman Cole then introduced Mrs. 
A. J. George who gave her personal 
experiences of the difficulties with 
which she had been confronted in solving 
the problem of choosing a party which 
had resulted, after careful deliberation, 
in her becoming what she was pleased to 
call “hopelessly Republican.” een 

Though the party was headed by men 
of whom she had at first known little 
except through local association she felt 
the Republican party was one of action 
and splendid achievement, one sensitive 
to public opinion and one which would 
make a better place for men, women and 
children to live in. 

The arrival of Lieutenant-Governo! 
Channing Cox was greeted with acm 
claim and at the close of his speech he 
was given three rousing cheers. He was 
recommended by the chairman as a man 
whose judgment was respected, as a 
skilled organizer and manager and an 
able follower in to a long line of dis- 
tinguished governors of Massachusetts. 

A league which would call America to 
arins to preserve the territorial integrity 
of nations whose boundaries had been 
determined without her having any 
voice in the division of the spoils of war 
and the fixing of such boundaries was 
condemned by the speaker. The state- 
ment that entrance into war was justi- 
fied only for the defence of eternal prin- 
ciples, for the preservation of our own 
honor and self-respect and in answer to 
a call given by an American representa- 
tive elected by the American people 
and not by any _ super-government, 
brought forth hearty applause. 

Mr. Cox believes that the Republican 
candidate for President stands for a 
league or agreement which will embody 


which will fulfill our duty to civilizaton 
tand humanity. ; 

| He made a rousing appeal to voters to 
call back into power the Republican 
party which has given to us that great 
apostle of justice and peacé among na- 
tions with prosperity at home, William 
McKinley, and the man who stood for 
the square deal for all men, Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Senatog Frederick Butler of Law- 
rence explained the various Coxes, 
Coolidges, Jacksons, Roosevelts and 
Cooks whose names appear on the tick- 
et calling attention to.those who repre- 
sented the Republican party which 
promises a decent government for state 
and nation. 

The chairman then introduced Con- 
gressman--John. Jacob Rogers who was 
welcomed not only as a Republican who 
brings glory to the party but as an 
honored citizen of this district. 

Mr. Rogers attributed the failure of 
the Democratic party in part to the 
facts that the best men were not given 
places of responsibility and that officials 
in high places had not been retained be- 
cause of their particular fitness for the 
office.

1913 but that the continued increase of 
imports coupléd with « great decfease in 
exports was now acause for concern. 
The similarity between Democrats and 
Republicans who now walk alike, dress 
alike and look alike is to be further in- 
creased, according to Mr.. Rogers, by 
their voting alike for Ilarding and Cool- 
idge who are to bring this nation’s busi-| 
ness out of a rut of mediocrity and worse. |

OLD HIGHWAYS 


| (Continued from page 1) 


Mr. Boutwell who is himself familiar 
with every road and bypath in West 
Andover had made a careful and com- 
plete record of the old roads of that see- 
tion of the town which was of great 
historical interest. A map of Andover 
printed in 1830 while Jedediah Burtt 
was selectman which shows these old 
roads was on exhibition. 

Mr. Boutwell’s paper was as follows: 


“It is almost necessary when study- 
ing into this subject of ‘Old High- 
ways and Trails’ to go back into the 
sixteen hundreds or to the time time 
| when the first settlers came into this re- 
gion. So the subject resolves itself into 
another, namely, “The Early and Later 
Means of Communication and Trans- 
portation in and Through Andover.’ 

“Any infant colony, settling down in 
the midst of a wilderness as Andover was 
in 1634 must subdue obstacles, conquer 
difficulties and overcome whatever about 
their situation might stand between 
them and their comfort. Not only did 
these first settlers fight against fierce 
bands of Indians but also against the 
forces of Nature. One of the very 
earliest forms in which this opposition 
of Nature is met, is in obstructions to 
free travel and transportation. To be 
sure they did not have inaccessible 
mountains and rocky cliffs to discour- 
age them, but they had hindrances of 
other descriptions. Behind them was an 
immense forest with no limit seemingly, 
and turn as they would its almost im- 
penetrable thickets met them; great 
swamps deep with mire were often en- 
countered, so one of the first needs was 
a method of communication. 


The first means was by water on the 
smooth rivers with canoes which ac- 
counts for the growth of the first settle- 
ments along the rivers. The original 
settlement at Salem found easy exten- 
sion in three directions along its streams. 


“The second settlement at Lynn 
moved up the Saugus river, other sett- 
lers moved up among the islands of the 
Ipswich. river, whose innumerable well- 
filled channels were to them as ready 
highways. So they continued up this 
same stream to Topsfield. Others 
paddled up the Parker and Rowley 
rivers and ‘founded their homes in 
Rowley ‘and Byfield. “Those who first 
occupied the green hills of Newbury 
saw before them in the majestic Merri- 
mac river a grand highway, and pene- 
trating inland founded their villages 
here and there among the homes of the 
Red men, even driving their small craft 
up the Powow river to Salisbury, up the 
Spicket river to Methuen’and up the 


still more fascinating Shawsheen to: 


Andover. This canoe which was used 
in the early times was not the birch but 
the dugout formed from a solid pine 
log. This type of boat was changed later 
into a kind of flat-bottomed dory with 
more foom for carrying freight, as by 
lashing two together quite a load could 
be moved at once. 


“Of course, everything could not be 
done on the rivers and land travel be- 
came necessary. The little path leading 
out to a distant cornfield was the be- 
ginning and-from a single track soon be- 
came a double one for the oxen and cart 
to travel on loaded with hay in summer 
and logs in winter. From simply con- 
necting the fields, the path soon joined 
to its like and ran to the clearing of some 
neighbor. One after another the little 
farms in the forest opened their lanes 
upon it and soon it was a narrow wind- 
ing country road that led from village 
to village. Only the great clumsy two- 
wheel ox-cart, or rarely extended to a 
four-wheeled wagon, was met on these 
early roads or trails. 

“All other travel was on foot or 
mounted on a horse, for all strictly 
passenger travel for years, even among 
the rich, was by horseback. For this 
method of travel a bridle path was suf- 
ficient, and but little clearing was neces- 
sary, no grading at all was done as small 
stumps and rocks could not stop the 
heavy wheels of the first carts. But 
when the coaches began to come into 
existence, better roads were necessary. 
Horseback travel was not a rapid means 
of getting from place to place, but when 
wheeled vehicles came more and more 
into use, a better and quicker method of 
travel came too and so a necessity for 
graded road-beds and hard foundation. 
Thus the highway was gradually im- 
proved and straightened from time to 
time. 

“In Revolutionary times good car- 
riage roads ran fairly direct between 
most of the towns in Essex County. At 
first the rivers and streams caused very 
serious obstacles in road-building, for if 
fording was impracticable numerous fer- 
ries were needed. A history of Essex 
County or of any town in it, is full of 
old ferry grants, especially in those town 
lying along the Merrimac river. 

“As time went on these ferries were 
gradually given up and bridges were 
built. The Andover bridge (now in 
Lawrence) was the second bridge to be 
built in Essex County. It was built in 
1793 destroyed by ice seven years after- 
ward and rebuilt in 1806-7. 

“In the century from 1700 to 1800 the 
roads had been improved in many cases 
from paths to well-graded highways. 
Macadam roads were not yet in the field 
and so turnpikes were built — good, 
direct, well-graded roads. In some parts 
of Andover tolls were collected at cer- 
tain points. The Salem turnpike was 
the first one built in the county running 
twelve miles from Salem to Charlestown 
Centre. The next spring a turnpike was 
laid oat from New Hampshire (Man- 
chester) through Methuen to Andover 
Bridge, then through Andover and 
Reading to Boston, called on the old 
maps Essex Turnpike. A branch ran 
out south-east through what is now 
Salem street in Lawrence then about 
where Parker street is now, out Win- 
throp Avenue past the Riding Park by 
Den Rock to Wilson’s Corner (North 


Andover) and then on through to Sa- 
lem, 

“At the corner of Parker and Ando- 
ver streets in South Lawrence stands an 
old house which faced this original 
turnpike but now stands crooked with 
the new streets. 

“Although completely outside of our 
town limits, it is very interesting to 
know that the so-called Newburyport 
turnpike was chartered at about this 
same time. It was remarkable for its 
daring projection and the perseverance 
of its builders and the total want of use- 
fulness for years afterward... It is sup- 
posed -that it was built as kind of an 
offset tojthe Andover or Essex turnpike. 
For years and years the Newburyport 
end was neglected and disused. This 
road, thirty miles in length was built al- 
most absolutely straight over ridges and 
steep hills without any attention to 
grades. 

“All of the turnpikes were stage- 
coach roads. The coach was considered 
a great advance in the method of long- 
distance travel. In 1818 the “Eastern 
Stage Company” was_ incorporated 
which ran coaches on alternate days be- 
tween Portsmouth, N. H., and Boston, 
—a day’s trip each way — this com- 
pany had great success and in 1833 
was conducting a business that em- 
ployed five hundred horses. On June 
1, 1813, one hundred and twenty stage- 
coaches, crowded full went from Salem 
to Boston carrying from twelve to fif- 
teen pasesngers each — about 1800 
people. 

Before long the Iron Horse came rid- 
ing through Essex County and the 
stage-coach companies soon went out of 
business and railroads took the long- 
distance travel to themselves. 

“But for many years after these main 
lines of coach-travel had ceased, shorter 
lines were running in spite of the rail- 
roads, so that there are people living to- 
day who remember seeing the stage- 
coach on the roads of the town. Mrs. 
Cutler of West Parish told me only a 
short time ago that she distinctly re- 
members seeing the old stagecoach rush- 
ing down the Hill below her house on 
the road between Lowell and Salem. 
This old road is the one which runs at 
the back of the West cemetery leaving 
the state road just below the old Cutler 
homestead and running along the edge 
ofiBaker’s Meadow through the Reserva-' 
tion ridges coming out by the Abbott 
homestead, then passing under the rail- 
road*and over the Shawsheen river up 
Central street to Phillips and then on to 
Salem street.and beyond. This road’ was 
crossed at the eastern end of the ceme- 
tery by another road leaving (what is 
now named Argilla road) near the house 
of Charles Jameson and passing by Geo. 
Averill’s; then passing the West church 
and follpwing the—eourse_of the new 
State road to Shawsheen village where 
it met with the Andover turnpike. 
The road as it now exists between the 
fountain at West Parish centre and 
Argilla road was built later. All the 
old houses between these points opened 
out on to this old road by long lanes 
through the woods. Also farther along 
this Haggett’s Pond road the old road 
ran out by the Osgood schoolhouse by 
the Charles Flint estate and what is 
now Belisle farm and touched the main 
road at Moulton’s Corner. The stretch 
of road from Moulton’s Corner or 
Brown street to the junction this side of 
Shady Side grove was not built until af- 
ter 1830. Also the straight stretch of 
road which runs from West church to 
Buchan’s Corner was built about this 
time. The old generations had to come 
down to Andover either on the crook- 
ed road below Mr. Averill’s or else 
down to Lincoln street and over the hill 
by Mr. O’Hara’s and Mr. Buchan’s. 
Lincoln street and its continuation, 
Chandler road, was another old road 
which gave on outlet to the people of 
the North district. 

“A much more ancient road — which 
can’ be easily traced —~left the state 
road just below Mr. Malcolm’s and 
turned off northward, following beside a 
ridge for a long distance, crossing a 
brook and sweeping by the ridge on 
which the shooting range is located, 
coming out on the upper end of Poor 
street. There are traces of an old mill 
on this brook. Many people remember 
the old piece of road which turned into 
the woods nearly in front of the Ward 
homestead and came back toward the 
state road in front of Richard Ward’s 
house. 

“The River road in the west eand 
north part of Andover has gone through 
many changes since the old times. The 
old road between Lawrence and Lowell 
was much more crooked than now. The 
old settlers when they came from Law- 
rence were obliged to go past the corner 
where the Abbott schoolhouse was lo- 
cated in order to get to Tewksbury or 
Lowell, as the road which now goes 
straight from Mr. Maddox’s house to 
Fish brook was not built. Again at the 
corner next Charles Newton's they 
turned sharply to the left and came up 
the hill past the corner where Edward 
Boutwell’s house stands and so along up 
by the old Bailey homestead to Tewks- 
bury and Lowell as the so-called Deer 
Jump road was not built until much 
later. 

“The River road and its numerous side 
roads toward the river show even today, 
this old style of locating houses first and 
building the roads afterwards. The 
Crowley house (in front of North school) 
with its lane, the Devlin place, Laurel 
lane with its two houses, and the lane 
leading down to the old Moses Abbott 
place are examples. Also, near the house 
of Mr. Gerry Hardy (of Laurel fame) 
was a lane which led down to Harris 
ferry on the Merrimac. There was an 
old house on this lane long since torn 
down or burned. Charles Newton lives 
on one of these ancient lanes. 

“The old road running from Blan- 


chard street beyond the house of Mr. 
Palm and Sunset Rock road between 
Mr. Barnes’ and Porter read with con- 
tinuation to Abbot street near the 
Spring Grove cemetery are also very old 
roads.

the Osgood school and Tewksbury is 
undoubtedly an Indian trail. So also 
is the well-marked path along a ridge 
leading down from New Hampshire to 
the old ford across the Merrimac, thence 
through Deer Jump hollow past Wood 
hill to Haggett’s pond. Along this 
trail many Indian relics such as arrow 
heads, pottery and charcoal beds sev- 
eral feet below the surface of the ground 
have been found. The path along the 
ridge is worn down for the depth of sev- 
eral inches apparently by the passing of 
many~ feet.””

Opening of B. U. College of Business 
Administration in Cuba 


The new Havana branch of Boston 
University College of Business Adminis- 
tration had its formal opening October 
20th, in its new building in the center 
of the business section in tlavanay. ac- 
cording to Directer Leo D. O'Neil. 
Dean Everett-W. Lord, the originator of 
both the Boston and the Havana Col- 
leges of Business Administration, made 
the opening address.' A number of 
prominent local business men also took 
part in the program. Mr. Lee C. Has- 
call of Brookline of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Boston University and formerly 
an Andover resident, together with Mrs. 
Hascall were present at the opening. 
While in Havana Mr. and Mrs. Hascall 
are entertained by the Governor of Cuba. 

This new department of Boston Uni- 
versity is the first project of its kind 
ever tried by any university in this 
country. Dean Lord says of the depart- 
ment: 

“In the past few years the ‘laboratory 
plan’ -of combining classroom instruc- 
tion with practical experience in the 
shop or counting house has proved to be 
the most satisfactory form of commer- 
cial education. The branch in Havana 
will be the laboratory for American stu- 
dents who are interested in Latin- 
American trade, and the branch in Bos- 
ton will be the laboratory for the Hav- 
ana students.” 

The college is to be supported jointly 
by Bostogy University and a board of 
 brantdeeoarpined of leading firms and 
business men in both Havana and Bos- 
ton. The courses in both branches are 
to have the same standards, and the 
faculty for the Havana branch has been 
drawn largely from the Boston faculty. 

Professor Albert J. Barlow of Bos- 
ton arrived in Havana this week with 
Dean Lord to take charge of the Ac- 
counting Department. Assistant Pro- 
fessor Jere Turpin, a graduate of Stan- 
ford University who has taught six 
years in the Philippines and two years 
in the Canal Zone, is also to be con- 
nected with this department. 

A normal course for teachers in con- 
nection with the Havana branch was 
announced by Dean Lord at the open- 
ing exercises. This will be especially for 
American teachers who wish ‘to~teach 
Spanish and desire praetical training in 
a Spanish-speaking country. Spanish

persons who were privileged to hear 
Miss Anna Vaugn Hyatt, the successful 
sculptor, speak informally at the No- 
vember club house on last Saturday 
afternoon were charmed with her per- 
sonality and the simple story of her 
work which to any but the exceptional 
woman would, by its mere physical and 
mechanical difficulties present almost 
insuperable obstacles. 

Although above the average height, 
Miss Hyatt does not at once impress one 
as able to wield a five-pound hammer for 
eight or ten hours a day as she has often 
done when chiseling in marble, nor to 
handle clay by the ton in making some of 
her larger pieces, choosing for love of the 
work to do many of the mechanical pro- 
cesses which some artists leave to other 
wer'sers. : 

The story of. Miss Hyatt’s Joan of 
Arc which now stands on Riverside 
Drive in New York City was of prime 
interest... Miss Hyatt chose this sub- 
ject which has-been attempted by in- 
numerable sculptors‘on which enter the 
French Salon as she felt that it offered a 
greater challenge to her originality and 
imagination than did the American 
Indian which is so often chosen by 
American students. 

The torso was modeled after studies 

made of a voung French girl who was 
above the average height as old records 
spoke of Joan looking “tall among the 
men.””. No model was used for the face 
which is entirely a creation of Miss Hy- 
att’s imagination. The ideas for the 
armor had to be gained from the study 
of old prints as no armor of that parti 
cular period has been preserved, 
The horse is of the Percheron type of 
large and heavy build such as would be 
necessary to carry the young visionary 
in the full accouterments of war. 

Miss Hyatt told of wearing armor in 
a pageant in New York which was a 
modern replica of what was worn by 
Joan of Are. The armor was originally 
made for a moving-picture actress when 
a Joan of Are picture was being filmed. 
The weight of it, which amounted to 
several hundred pounds and the peculiar 
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properties which it possessed as a con- 
ductor of heat and cold made it most 
uncomfortable attire and increased the 
wearer's respect for the endurance of 
the knights of old. . 

It is said that the statue of Joan on 
Riverside Drive is seldom without its 
decoration of fresh flowers. Among 
distinguished visitors to leave such tri- 
butes are Marechal Joffre and Cardinal 
Mercier. These flowers are cherished 
and preserved by the pupils of the Joan 
of Are school which is situated not far 
from the monument. * 

Miss Hyatt told a strange story of her 
bronze lion in Dayton, Ohio, the money 
for which had been collected penny by 
penny through the efforts of the school 
children. After many months of saving 
and patient waiting the lion was at last 
in position. 

Within a few short weeks came the 
swirling waters of the flood sweeping 
around its pedestal, undermining its 
foundations and finally careening the 
cherished bronze into a forty-foot pit 
filled with mud and water. 

As the statue had been cast all in one 
piece its fall did not break it into bits, 
as might have been anticipated, and the 
only injury it sustained was a_ piece 
broken from the tip of the tail which 
was picked up and recognized more than 
two miles from the scene of the disaster. 

Many other interesting photographs 
were shown among which were several 
studies of ‘“‘Lopez’’ the fierce jaguar in 
Bronx Park, ‘‘White Riders of the Seay 
and many others which showed great 
originality of conception as well as an 
untiring study of the subjects from 
which she had drawn inspiration for her 
creative genius.

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| THE PECOS EXPEDITION 


(Continued from page 1) 


lie « gently rolling country broken 
occasionally by flat-topp:  recky hulls, 
on whose sides are huge boulders which 
have broken away from the mother out- 
crop or by steep-sided dry  arroyos, 
miniature canyons which the torrents 
following a -cloudburst. have cut. A 
coarse grass covers only sparsely the 
reddish brown ‘“tadobe”’ soil. Cedars 
and pinyon trees are everywhere, car- 
peting the distant low hills a very dark 
green. A small bushy cactus, which 
has brilliant red flowers in August, is 
by no means infrequent. 

Standing on the ruins ,one is impres- 
sed with the beauty of the landscape. 
To the west and south is the big Glorieta 
Mesa, rising a thousand feet or so above 
the valley and extending away to the 
northwest and southeast. Its many ir- 
regularities and outcrops of red sand- 
stone give it an individuality which 
makes one greet it each Morning as an 
old friend. To the east and northeast 
are the bluish green hills, over which 
chase the shadows of the clouds.  Di- 
rectly to the north is the V-shaped val- 
ley of the Pecos river, presided over by 
“Pecos Baldy,” whose summit, tower- 
ing twelve thousand feet above sea level, 
is framed in the angle of the valley. In 
the northwest are the Glorieta moun- 
tains, whose summits are covered with 
scrub oak, and behind them the top of 
“Sante Fe Baldy” making a twin peak 
to “Pecos Baldy.” These two peaks, 
as the names imply, have no vegetation, 
but in the spring and late fall, they are 
covered With a mantle of sngw. Early 
in the fall a subtle change takes place 
in the landscape, the distances become 
hazy, and the tops of the hills begin to 
show a gleam of brown and red, as the 
serub oak begins to turn. Then, about 
the middle of September the frosts be- 
gin, and the wonderful southwestern 
summer is at an end. Undoubtedly the 
old inhabitants of this village of Pecos 
picked this spot as much for ifs beauty 
as for its strategic position. 

The ruin itself is more than a quarter 
of ‘a mile long and five hundred feet 
wide. At the southern end are the 
ruins of the old Spanish Mission church, 
built in 1617, and for over a century, 
renowned for its beauty. At the north- 
ern end is the main building of the vil- 
lage, a large open square, or courtyard, 
completely surrounded by buildings 
three and four stories high. There were 
at least’ three gateways to the court- 
vard, undoubtedly covered, for history 
tells us that one could walk all around 
the village on the balconies of the sec- 
ond story without once coming to the 
ground. Today this building, three 
hundred and fifty feet long and two 
hundred feet wide, is a quadrangular 
mound of stone and earth, rising fifteen 
to twenty feet above the level of the 
courtyard. Between this north building 
and the chureh is a long narrow mound, 
called the south building, all that re- 
mains of a three-story building some 
five hundred feet long and ‘a hundred 
feel wide. 

The first mention of this village in 
history oceurs in a chronicle of Coro- 
nado’s trip in 1510. There were then 
2500 people living at and it 
served as the middleman between the 
agricultural Indians to the west, and the 
hunting Indians of the Great Plains. 
At that time it was the largest town in 
what is now the United States. When | 
Coronado returned to Mexico he left a 
lay Franciscan brother among these 
people to Christianize them. Within 
two years he was dead, making this vil- 
luge the scene of the death of the first 
Christian martyr in the United States. 
From.the middle gf the sixteenth cen- 
tury to the beginning of the nineteenth, 
Pecos figures in the history of New Mexti- 
co. Then, in 1839, the seventeen sur- 
vivors of this once populous village, all 
that remained after maurauding [nd- 
J tans and white men’s diseases had pliyed 
| their part, migrated to a village of their 
| kindred about fifty miles west of Sante 
Fe, and left the historic town of their 
fathers to fall into ruin and decay. | 

Seventy-five years later, in 1915, 
| Phillips Academy sent out the Pecos 
Expedition for the first time, to find, if 
possible, among the ruins, evidence | 
which would make clear the history of | 
| this village from the time of its founda- 
tion. ‘Three summers’ work in the ceme- | 
teries, the rooms and the courtyards has | 
yielded much material. Those things | 
of bone, or stone, or pottery, which the 
inhabitants threw away with hardly a 
second thought, have supplied the his- | 
torical evidence needed. “Phe summer's 
work just completed has in many ways | 
been the most illuminating, and today | 
ithe history of this ancient village is } 
clearer than ever before. The original | 
founders lived sometime during the 
ninth or tenth century of our era. Since | 
| then some group has lived on this hill- 
top, through trials and starvation, 
through prosperity and plenty, until the | 
early nineteenth century, one thousand | 
| years later. This vear We are celebrating | 
only the three hundredth anniversary of 
the arrival of thePilgrims! 
| The whole eastern side of the hill on | 
| which the village les, is a gentle slope; 
| because for generation after generation | 
ithe Indian housekeepers threw their 
{rubbish there. ‘Today this” rubbish 
| Varies in depth from ten to twenty feet at 
| the deepest point, and slopes very grad- 
ually down to the valley floor.

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are the skeletons, for Indians used the 
rubbish heap as a cemetery. They did 
not, howevér, bury as we do. “The body 
was “‘flexed’’, that is, the legs were bent- 
so that the knees were in front of the 
chest and the arms were bent with the 
hands near the face. Then the body wes 
wrapped in a blanket, carried to the 
grave with solemn and elaborate ce.c- 
mony and buried about three feet decp. 
These Indians believed in a future life, 
and in a journey for the soul from the 
present life to theirs “Sheaven”’. To aid 
the soul on this journey those objects 
which were loved most while living were 
buried with the body, as well as a bowl 
containing food for the journey. Today 
when the grave is opened and the 
skeleton has been carefully cleaned and 
taken out for preservation, these are 
found. It may be that the grave otf a 
priest is uncovered and in his right hand | 
are found half a dozen bone flutes, or 
perhaps beside him is a little nest of 
stone objects (arrowheads, good-luck 
pieces and charms) which were enclosed | 
in a buckskin bag now entirely gone. 
Another grave may contain a number of 
chipped stone implements, implying 
that the owner was once famous for his 
skill in making them. With most of | 
these skeletons are bowls, sometimes | 
only one, sometines as many as three. | 
Some are inverted, others right side up. 
A distinct sense of the bigness of things | 
thrills one while lifting carefully from | 
beside a skeleton, an unbroken bowl | 
with remnants of corn meal still in it, |

places, built at different times, for the | 
floors of the room, one over the other, | 
just a few inches apart showed that the 
place had been used from the foundation | 
of the village up to the beginning of the | 
eighteenth century, at least nine hund- | 
red years. In the west side, in line with 
the fireplaces and the ventilator was a| 
plastered-up niche in the wall, out of | 
which was taken a small stone idol, 
which had lain there many, many years, 
entirely unknown to the later occupants | 
of the room. In the floors of this room | 
were the holes in which the loops for! 
holding the bottom of the loom had been 

put. There were many series of these, 

some partly destroved. Evers thing | 
pointed to the fact that this room, dur- 

ing its long occupation, had been re- 
modeled several times. It had been

seven-inch layer of earth was put on. In| 
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tants are still to be seen on the cloud | 
timbers. The fiber thongs over the beams, | 
which were used as we use hooks, are of- 
ten found strong and unbroken. Digging 
sticks, which were used in planting corn 
were stuck into the timbers, to remain 
there until the hand of the historian of 
another race removed them. In an- 
other room the imprints of the hands of 
the women who built the walls were 
still intact in the dried mud which had 
been used lo plaster up the irregularities 
between the stones, The ceilings of most 
of the rooms have fallen, some through 
several stories, so that three ceilings mav 
be found within two feet of each othe. 
When this happens anything rem2inin< 
on the floors is ccushed. Beautiful large | 
wate: jars c ushed absolutely flat have 
been uncove-ed in some rooms. 

The building of the village was never 
at a standst-ll. .Ney’ rcoms were con- 
tinually being built upon the ruins of 
olde> ones. And today,*in exeavating 
these rooms. the different periods can 
be distinguished in such a manner that 
the nistory o: the site of each room from 
the Gate of the founding of the village to 
the present time can be read from the 
ruined fragn ents which still remain. 

It can be exsily imagined that the 


old village yields many, many interesting 
facts and situations. As the work con- 
tinues, the investigators become more 
and more an integral part of the life of 
the village, become more and more able 
to visualize the conditions of living, and 
even, to some extent, the mental as well 
as the physical lives of the people who 
once dwelt there. 

Today evervthing found, except the 
skeletons, including several hundred | 
photographs, are being studied in the 
Archaeological building up on the hill. | 
When the work is finished a ‘series of 
volumes will be issued giving the history} 
of this interesting spot, a piece of work 
which will stand for all time, in the world 
of American history, as a monun ent to| 
Pi. ips Acacemy.
